At  Lambco,  in  Innisfail,  bid  ranges  remained  steady  throughout  the  month 
of  December  at  $64.00-67.00  per  cwt.  Lamb  prices  continued  to  be  depressed  by 
the  unseasonably  large  lamb  slaughter  volumes  in  the  United  States  which  for 
November  1989  ran  11  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
Slaughter  volumes  at  Lambco  for  December  were  32  %  higher  than  for  December 
1988,  rising  from  6,658  head  to  8,535  head. 

There  was  one  sheep  and  lamb  sale  at  the  Edmonton  Stockyards  during  the 
first  week  of  December.  Slaughter  lambs  sold  between  a  range  of  $53.00-56.75 
per  cwt,  while  feeder  lamb  prices  ranged  from  $58.00  to  $76.00  per  cwt. 

United  States  average  slaughter  weights  in  November  increased  by  4  pounds 
over  last  year  to  127  pounds,  this  coupled  with  higher  slaughter  volumes  has 
yielded  a  15  percent  increase  in  lamb  production  over  November  of  last  year. 
This  surplus  production  increased  stock  levels  and  depressed  wholesale  and 
slaughter  lamb  prices  in  December,  which  is  generally  when  prices  are  expected  i 
to  begin  to  rise  sharply. 

Market  commentators  have  suggested  that  packers  in  Colorado  who  own  lamb 
feedlots  and  paid  relatively  higher  prices  for  feeder  lambs  during  the  spring 
and  summer  have  attempted  to  recoup  some  of  their  loses  in  the  plant  by  feeding 
out  their  lambs  to  heavier  weights.  Slaughter  volumes  for  November  in  Colorado 
were  up  over  45  percent  over  November  of  last  year,  from  108,300  head  to 
157,700  nead.  Average  slaughter  weights  in  Colorado  rose  from  133  pounds  per 
head  for  November  1988  to  141  pounds  per  head  for  November  1989.  Colorado's 
share  of  slaughter  volumes  has  increased  from  25  percent  to  nearly  33  percent 
of  the  national  slaughter  in  the  United  States.

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The  Flock  Guard  Dog  In  Western  Canada 


There  has  been  much  interest  in  the  past  few  months  in  the  use  of 
Predator  control  dogs  for  sheep  flocks.  This  is  not  a  new  idea  as  flock  guard 
dogs  have  been  used  for  many  years  in  North  America.  There  are  many  ideas  on 
how  to  train  the  dogs  as  there  are  owners  and  breeds.  Some  popular  breeds  are 
Akbash,  Kuvas,  Pyrenees  and  Komondors,  all  large  white  dogs.  At  least  one 
flock  is  having  excellent  luck  with  their  neighbors  Golden  Lab,  another  swears 
by  their  coyote  hating  Newfoundlander . 

Some  breeders  take  young  puppies  and  put  them  in  with  the  sheep 
confining  them  at  first  and  feeding  them  in  the  sheep  area.  Others  treat  them 
like  any  affectionate  loving  puppy  and  get  equally  good  results. 

At  around  six  months  the  dogs  start  actively  patrolling  the  sheep 
bedding  area  barking  and  establishing  a  territory.  During  the  day  they  scout 
around  a  bit,  stand  in  the  wrong  places  and  sleep  a  lot.  Our  own  dogs  are  not 
killers  but  some  individuals  are.  It's  important  to  remember  that  this  is  an 
animal  not  a  Predator  Cure-All .  In  the  next  six  months  before  we  got  our  dog 
we  lost  twenty-one  sheep  to  coyotes.  As  long  as  she  is  able  to  patrol  we  have 
no  kills.  For  the  first  summer,  the  barking  made  me  crazy;  now  I  can't  sleep 
if  she's  quiet. 

fhe  Ponoka  Sheep  Producers  Group  has  several  people  with  young  pups 
now,  so  by  next  year  we  should  have  a  lot  more  info  on  how  they  work  in  our 
small  flock  situations.

Polioenchphalomalacia  (PEM)  is  disorder  of  sheep  and  cattle  that  is 
caused  by  a  lack  of  the  B  vitamin,  thiamin.  Animals  with  PEM  become 
blind,  and  are  depressed  and  i ncoord i nated .  Excess  salivation  may  be 
noticed.  Death  from  the  disorder  can  occur  in  1  to  2  days.  If  PEM  is 
suspected  a  veterinarian  should  be  consulted  to  confirm  diagnosis  and 
to  prescribe  treatment  for  affected  animals. 

Normally  the  microbial  population  in  the  rumen  makes  enough  thiamin 
to  sustain  the  host  animal.  However,  on  high  grain  diets  sufficient 
thiamin  may  not  be  available,  Also,  sulphates  in  the  water  source  can 
interfere  with  thiamin  metabolism  and  several  wild  plant  species  are 
known  to  destroy  thiamin  in  the  rumen. 

PEM  can  often  be  prevented  by  adding  5-10  mg  of  thiamin  per  kg  of 
diet  dry  matter  (Blood  and  Radostits,  1989).  This  has  been  successful 
in  preventing  PEM  in  several  Alberta  flocks  and  can  be  accomplished 
in  sheep  rations  with  the  following  programt

The  inclusion  of  vitamins  (other  than  thiamin)  and  trace  minerals  in 
the  supplement  is  not  essential  for  the  preventation  of  PEM,  but  why 
not  use  the  supplement  as  a  convienient  and  accurate  way  of  supplying 
these  needed  nutrients  as  well?

This  program  is  just  one  option  available  for  supplying  added  thiamin 
to  the  diet  of  sheep.  However,  because  such  a  small  amount  of  thiamin 
mononitrate  is  required  per  head  per  day,  I  recommend  that  a 
commercially  manufactured  premix  or  supplement  be  used  to  carry  it 
into  the  ration.  If  a  creep  ration  or  other  complete  feed  is  being 
used  then  it  is  best  to  add  the  thiamin  directly  to  this  feed.

1939  ALBERTA  RAM  TEST  STATION  REGULATIONS 


I.  ELIGIBILITY 


1.  Any  sheep  breeder  may  enter  ram  lambs  which  are  registered 
or  eligible  for  registration.     Ewe  lambs  will  not  be 
accepted  on  test. 

2.  Ram  lambs  born  in  the  fall  of  1989  or  later  will  be 

eligible  for  test. 

3.  Ram  lambs  which  have  been  shorn  will  not  be  eligible 
for  test. 

4.  Due  to  space  restrictions,    in  1990,   only  producers  who  have 
preregistered  and  paid  deposits  for  their  rams  will  be 
admitted.     It  is  understandable  if  producers  bring  fewer 
rams  than  expected,   but  lambs  in  excess  of  the  number 
preregistered  will  not  be  accepted.     There  is  no 
limitation  on  the  number  of  lambs  a  breeder  may  enter 

on  test.     However,    if  pen  space  becomes  a  problem, 
those  breeders  entering  more  than  ten  rams  may  be 
required  to  limit  their  entries. 

5.  All  rams  must  have  their  feet  trimmed  and  be  tattooed 
prior  to  entry.     The  only  exception  will  be  for  new 
breeders  who  have  not  yet  received  their  flock  letters. 
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Sheep  which  come  from  a  bluetongue  area  as  defined  by 
Agriculture  Canada  will  not  be  accepted. 
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7.  Prior  to  entering  lambs  on  test,   all  new  contributors' 
as  well  as  all  out  of  province  contributors'  flocks 
must  be   inspected  and  found  free  of  communicable 
disease  or  condition  potentially  dangerous  to  the 
health  of  other  animals  at  the  station. 

8.  Any  contributor  may  be  subject  to  a  flock  health 
inspection  at  the  discretion  of  the  station 
management . 

9.  All  rams  will  be  carefully   inspected  on  arrival  at  the 
station  and  may  be   refused  entry  for  health  reasons  or 
for  any  unsoundness  which  will  result   in  it  being 
culled  from  the  sale  after  completing  test. 

10.  In   1990,    rams  with  clinical  evidence  of  soremouth  will  not 
be  accepted.      In  addition,    if  one  or  more  of  the  rams 
submitted  by  a  producer  have  clinical  evidence  of 
soremouth,   the  entire  group  will  be  rejected.  Producers 
are  encouraged  to  carefully  examine  their  rams  before 
coming  to  the  test  station  to  avoid  disappointment. 

11.  At  delivery  to  the  test  station,  live  weight  of  each 
lamb  must  be  22.7-34.1  kg   (50-75  lb)   for  Suffolk 
and  Hampshire  lambs  or  20.5-31.8  kg   (45-70   lb)  for 
other  breeds . 


II.  PROCEDURES 

1.  Rams  which  are  eligible  for  entry  will  be  : 

a.  given  a  test  station  eartag  (large  plastic  tags  or 
tags  which  are  causing  damage  to  the  ears  will  be 
removed  at  this  time) 

b.  fecal  sampled 

c.  dewormed  (Ivomec) 

d.  given  an  8-way  vaccination 

e.  given  a  Hemophilus  vaccination 

f.  footbathed  in  a  zinc  sulphate  solution 

2.  During  the  course  of  the  test,   all  rams  will  be: 

a.  blood  sampled  for  Brucella  ovis 

b.  given  one  8-way  booster 

c.  given  two  Hemophilus  boosters 

3.  Ail   lambs  will  be  fed     free  choice  a  pelleted  ration 
and  hay.  Loose  salt  and  mineral  will  also  be 
available  at  all  times.     Each  pen  will  have  automatic 
waterers . 
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All  lambs  will  be  fed  in  groups  such  that  lambs  of 
different  entry  groups,   sizes  and  breeds  are  kept 
as  separately  as  possible. 

Hollowing  a  14  day  adjustment  period,   all  lambs  will 
commence  a  56  day  performance  test.     They  will  be 
weighed  on  test  and  every  two  weeks  thereafter.  On 
test,   mid  test  and  off  test  weights  will  be  the  average 
of  weights  taken  on  two  consecutive  days.

PRIOR  TO  THE  LAST  OFF  TEST  WEIGH  DATE,  CONTRIBUTORS 
MUST  SUBMIT  THREE  GENERATION  PEDIGREES,  COMPLETED 
APPLICATIONS  FOR  REGISTRATION  AND  SIGNED  TRANSFERS 
FOR  EACH  LAMB.      IF  THESE  ARE  NOT  RECEIVED  BY  THIS  DATE 
(June   13th  in  1990)  THE  RAM  WILL  BE  CULLED  FROM  THE  SALE. 

Only  the  lambs  which  gain  above  the  average  for  their 
breed  will  be  further  considered  for  sale.     These  rams 
will  be  shorn  and  subjected  to  a  physical  cull.  Rams 
which  pass  the  physical  cull  will  be  eligible  for  sale. 

Contributors  with  lambs  eligible  for  sale  are  not  obliged 
to  enter  them  in  the  sale.     Lambs  may  be  removed  from 
the  test  station  at  any  time  after  the  off  test  weighing. 

No  animal  will  be  released  from  the  test  station  prior 
to  the  end  of  test  without  permission  of  the  station 
manager.     The  manager  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any 
animal  during  the  test  and  request  the  owner  to  remove 
it  from  the  test  station.

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III.  FEES 

1.      Alberta  Agriculture  will  provide   the  test  station,  the 
required  manpower,    facilities,   technical  assistance  and 
supervision.     Breeders  entering  rams  on  test  shall  pay 
for  the  feed  and  extra  veterinary  expenses  only. 

*       2.     The  fee  for  1990  will  be  $50  per  lamb  entered  on  test. 

Half  of  this  fee  must  be  paid  upon  prereg is trat ion  of 
the  lambs  and  the  remainder  on  delivery  to  the  station. 

3.  Since  Alberta  Agriculture   is  subsidizing  the  test  station 
and  sale  to  the  level  of  approximately  $50  per  lamb, 
contributors  from  outside  the  province  will  be  required 

to  pay  an  additional  $50  per  lamb  above  the  aforementioned 
fee  . 

4.  For  a  premium  of  $5  per  lamb,   contributors  may  insure 
their  rams  against  death  loss  between  the  time  of  entry 
and  the  fall  of  the  hammer.

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ALBERTA  RAM  TEST  STATION  SALE 
REGULATIONS 


ELIGIBILITY 


1.  Entries  for  the  ram  sale  will  consist  only  of  rams  which 
have  been  tested  in  the  ram  test  station. 

2.  All  animals  entered  for  sale  must  have  gained  above  the 
average  for  their  breed,   have  passed  the  physical  cull 
and  be  in  sound  health  on  sale  day. 

3.  All  animals  offered  for  sale  must  have  been  owned  by 
the  contributor  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  sale. 

4.  All  animals  entered  for  sale  must  be  identified  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Canadian  National 
livestock  Records.     Tattoo  and  tags  must  correspond 
with  the  registration  applications. 

II.  ORDER  OF  SALE  FOR  SHEEP 

1.  The  ram  with  the  highest  average  daily  gain  will  be  sold 
first,   regardless  of  index.     Thereafter,   rams  will  be 
sold  in  descending  order  of  index. 

2.  For  human  health  reasons,   rams  which  are  otherwise  eligible 
for  sale  which  have  clinical  evidence  of  soremouth  on  sale 
day  will  not  be  eligible  for  viewing  and/or  handling  in  the 
sale  barn  prior  to  the  sale.     These  rams  will  be  sold 
through  the  sale  ring  after  the  soremouth  -  free  rams . 

3.  All  of  the  yearling  rams  from  the  wool  breeds  test  will 
be  sold  together  at  the  mid  point  of  the  sale  in 
descending  order  of  Overall  Index. 

III .  SALE  PROCEDURES 

1.  At  every  sale,   each  bid  shall  be  an  offer  by  the  person 
be  deemed  accepted  by  the  fall  of  the  hammer  of  the 
auctioneer,   and  thereupon  a  contract  of  sale  shall  be 
created . 

2.  No  purchaser  shall  retract  a  bid  after  the  hammer  falls. 

3.  Immediately  after  each  purchase  is  declared  and  the 
animal  is  removed  from  the  sale  ring  to  the  pen  by  the 
seller,   the  risk  thereof  shall  be  exclusively  with  the 
purchaser,   and  until  such  settlement  is  made  in  terms 

of  these  conditions,    the  delivery  of  the  animal  or  animals 
shall  not  be  made. 
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4.  Before  the  animal  can  be  removed  from  the  building,  the 
buyer  must  present  to  the  doorman  an  order  signed  by  the 
clerk  and  give  a  receipt  for  the  animal.     This  order  must 
be   left  with  the  doorman  and  will  be  evidence  of  the 
delivery  of  the  stock.     Owners  of  animals  that  have  been 
passed  through  the  ring  or  have  not  been  sold  should 
procure  an  order  from  the  cashier's  office  before  removal. 

5.  Alberta  Agriculture  and/or  Olds  College  shall  have  the 
power  to  give  receipts   in  full  for  all  payments  on  stock 
and  will  remit  the  amount  realized,    less  the  proper  charges 
for  each  animal,   to  the  seller  thereof,   as  quickly  as 
possible  after  the  sale. 


IV.  FEES 

1.  The  cost  of  registration  and  transfer  of  ownership  of  the 
animal  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  and  will 
deducted  from  the  sale  proceeds. 

2.  Any  test  fees  still  owing  to  the  Alberta  Ram  Test  Station 
will  be  deducted  from  the  sale  proceeds. 

*       3.     To  help  cover  the  costs  of  advertising  and  running  the 
sale,   a  commission  of  1.5%  will  be  charged  in  1990. 


V.  PURCHASERS 

1.  All  purchases  must  be  settled  for  during  or  immediately 
after  the  sale. 

2.  For  a  premium  of  $20  per  lamb,   buyers  may  insure  rams 
for  a  30  day  period  following  the  sale.      Insured  value 
shall  be  deemed  the  lesser  of  purchase  price  or  $300. 


VI.      BREEDING  GUARANTEE 

1.  Contributors  to  this  sale  guarantee  that,   subject  to 
proper  treatment,   with  care  and  exercise,   all  animals 
are  warranted  for  a  period  of  six  months   following  the 
sale  to  be  breeders. 

2.  In  case  an  animal  proves  to  be  a  non-breeder,   and  providing 
the  purchaser  notifies  the  contributor  within  six  months 
and  proves  his  case,    the  contributor  shall  make  adjustment 
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and  shall  have  the  opportunity  of  selecting  one  of  the 
following  options: 

a.  refund  one-half  of  the  purchase  price 

b.  take  the  animal  back  and  provide  one  of  equal 
value,   the  contributor  paying  the  transportation 
charges  on  the  animal  returned  and  the  purchaser 
paying  transportation  charges  on  the  replacement 

c.  take  the  animal  back,   paying  transportation 
charges  on  same  and  refund  total  purchase  price. 

3.  The  seller  shall  have  the  right,    if  he  so  desires,    to  try 
a  ram  for  30  days  before  making  final  adjustments  to 
determine  the  ram's  usefulness  as  a  breeder. 

4.  Any  contributor  refusing  to  make  adjustments  of  claims 
approved  by  the  Advisory  Committee  may  be  refused  the 
privilege  of  future  test  station  sales. 


VII.      STATION  MANAGEMENT 

1.  The  Station  Management  will  act  as  Agent  only. 

2.  Every  care  will  be  exercised  by  the  Station  Management 
to  prevent  injury  to  or  loss  of  property,   and  to  ensure 
the  prompt  collection  and  delivery  of  animals  to  the 
proper  destination,    but  the  Station  Management,  acting 
as  a  medium  between  the  buyer  and  seller,   will  not  be 
responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  whatsoever  that  may 
occur,    or  for  any  failure  on  the  part  of  buyer  or  seller 
to  live  up  to  their  obligations. 

3.  Neither  will  the  Station  Management  assume  any  financial 
obligation  to  collect  or  enforce  collection  of  any 
monies  between  parties,   and  any  legal  action  that  may, 

in  exceptional  cases,  be  taken,  must  be  between  the  buyer 
and  seller  themselves. 

4.  In  all  cases  however,   the  influence  of  the  Station 
management  will  be  exerted  as  far  as  possible,   to  hold 
all  parties  strictly  to  these  regulations. 

5.  The  Station  Manager  shall  have  the  power  to  reject  any 
entry . 

6.  The  Station  Management  reserves  the  right  to  decide  any 
point  not  covered  by  the  rules  but  necessary  to  the 
proper  regulation  and  management  of  the  sale. 
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The  Station  Management  is  responsible  to  the  seller  only 
for  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  when  received.

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Methods  For  Rewarding  Hypothermic  Lambs 

J.B.  Robinson,  M.  Qkamoto,  8. A.  Young  and  R.J.  Christopherson 
64th  Annual  Feeders'  Day  Report 

Producers  who  are  lambing  their  ewes  in  January  and  February  must  be 
careful  with  hypothermia  (a  fall  in  body  temperature)  in  newborn  lambs.  If  a 
lamb  becomes  chilled,  it  must  be  allowed  to  rewarm  itself.  Work  has  been 
conducted  at  the  University  of  Alberta  comparing  different  methods  of 
rewarming  hypothermic  lambs. 

Two  experiments  were  performed  on  newborn  lambs.  In  the  first 
experiment  the  lambs  temperature  was  dropped  to  35°C  (normal  temperature  is 
39;40  C)  and  in  the  second  experiment  the  lambs  temperature  was  dropped  to 
30  C.  The  hypothermic  lambs  were  then  assigned  to  one  of  three  rewarming 
treatments;  insulated,  heat  lamp  or  warm  water.  For  the  insulated  technique 
the  lamb  was  dried,  wrapped  in  cloth  and  placed  in  a  covered  plywood  box 
measuring  50  cm  x  37.5  cm  x  60  cm  deep  with  an  air  temperature  of  between  20 
and  25°C.  For  the  heat  lamp  technique  the  lamb  was  placed  in  the  same  plywood 
box  fitted  with  a  250  watt  infrared  heat  lamp.  Initial  temperature  in  the  box 
was  20-25°C  but  after  30  minutes  the  box  temperature  was  34-37°C.  The  warm 
water  treatment  involved  immersing  the  lamb  in  38°C  water  until  a  normal  body 
temperature  was  reached. 

In  experiment  one  (body  temperature  equals  35°C)  the  time  required  for 
body  temperature  to  restabilize  was  similar  for  all  treatments  and  averaged 
18-22  minutes. 

In  experiment  two  (body  temperature  equals  30°C)  the  return  to  normal 
body  temperature  varied  with  treatment.  Lambs  took  26  minutes  to  rewarm  when 
in  warm  water,  36  minutes  under  a  heat  lamp  and  50  minutes  when  wrapped  in 
cloth  in  the  plywood  box.  Body  temperature  returned  to  normal  values  quicker 
when  some  supplemental  heat  was  provided.  The  warm  water  reduced  the  time  and 
amount  of  heat  production  needed  to  rewarm  the  lambs. 


1.  Hyopthermia  in  lambs  can  be  treated  successfully  by  insulation,  heat 
lamp  or  warm  water. 

2.  Warm  water  reduces  the  amount  of  metabolic  effort  required  in 
rewarming. 

3.  In  mild  hypothermia,  body  temperature  35°C,  all  three  methods  of 
rewarming  are  equal.    In  a  more  severe  hypothermia  (30  C),  return  to 
normal  body  temperature  was  more  rapid  when  lambs  were  provided  with 
supplemental  heat  as  warm  water. 


MOTE:     When  you  find  a  chilled  lamb,  it  is  important  that  you  take  its  body 
temperature  and  then  start  a  rewarming  technique  that  is  appropriate. 
It  is  also  very  important  that  the  lamb  be  fed  (if  it  won't  suckle, 
you  have  to  stomach  tube  it).

Bids  for  slaughter  lambs  at  Lambco,  in  Innisfail  remained  relatively  low 
at  $60-$63  per  cwt  during  the  month  of  February.    Slaughter  volumes  in  Alberta 
have  continued  to  expand  with  February,  1990  slaughter  at  Lambco  13  percent 
higher  than  in  February  of  last  year. 

At  the  last  lamb  sale  in  Edmonton,  market  lambs  went  for  $62-$67  per  cwt 
while  feeder  lambs  sold  at  $65-$71  per  cwt. 

Large  stocks  of  lamb  have  accumulated  in  the  United  States  because  of 
heavier  slaughter  volumes  and  continued  slaughter  of  over  weight  lambs  as 
compared  to  the  winter  months  of  last  year.    Prices  in  the  United  States  for 
slaughter  lambs  are  not  expected  to  rise  significantly  until  demand  for  lamb 
begins  to  peak,  which  is  just  before  Easter.    Tight  supplies  of  feeder  lambs 
have  caused  feeder  lamb  prices  to  begin  to  rise  in  Texas  and  the  mid-west. 

Statistics  Canada's  sheep  and  lamb  inventory  report  for  January  1,  1990  is 
summarized  below.    The  total  Canadian  sheep  flock  has  jumped  by  7  percent  with 
Ontario  posting  the  largest  expansion  of  nearly  17,000  head  to  165,000  head. 
Alberta's  flock  size  increased  by  8,000  head  to  142,000  head.

I  am  writing  my  first  letter  to  "Sheep  Footnotes"  to  share  a 
concern  of  mine  with  Alberta  producers,  and  hopefully  obtain  some 
constructive  feedback. 

Since  the  mid  1960 ' s  there  has  been  a  major  attempt  by  Alberta 
Agriculture,  some  of  the  Colleges,  producer  groups,  and  many  hard 
working  producers  to  turn  a  declining  industry  into  a  more  viable 
farming  option.    Whether  or  not  we've  succeeded  I'll  leave  to  the 
historians. 

In  the  push  to  provide  the  latest  technology  for  innovative 
producers,  I  feel  we've  overlooked  the  fact  that  a  new  generation  of 
producers  has  appeared  on  the  scene.    These  newcomers  seem  doomed  to 
repeat  the  husbandry  mistakes  of  all  beginners,  and  in  the  process,  a 
high  percentage  will  inevitably  fail. 

In  my  position  with  Alberta  Agriculture  in  the  Peace,  most  of  my 
time  is  taken  up  with  cattle  producers,  and  during  the  last  eight 
years  I've  been  able  to  develop  a  goal  oriented  production  plan.  St 
far  those  who  have  followed  the  program  feel  it  to  be  valuable.    I  call 
it  "CIP"  (Cattle  Improvement  Program).    Three  years  ago  I  began  working 
on  SIP  (Sheep  Improvement  Program)  and  am  ready  to  start  working  with 
some  interested  producers  to  start  fine  tuning. 

I  have  seven  producers  in  the  Peace  working  with  me,  but  would  like 
to  have  an  equal  number  from  the  rest  of  the  province  also.    It  is 
important  that  volunteers  be  experienced,  and  willing  to  constructively 
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examine  SIP  with  a  view  to  making  it  a  valuable  tool  for  beginning  sheep 
operators.    Respondents  should  include  complete  addresses  and  phone 
numbers. 

I  look  forward  to  your  cooperation.

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SCRAPIE 

-  A  DISEASE  THAT  SHOULD  CONCERN  PRODUCERS

Alberta  sheep  producers,  especially  breeders,  should  be  careful  that  they 
don't  bring  scrapie  into  their  flocks.  Scrapie,  an  incurable  brain  disease  of 
sheep  and,  very  occasionally  of  goats,  is  caused  by  a  virus-like  germ.  The 
disease  is  very  difficult  to  control  because  firstly,  it  has  an  unusually  long 
incubation  of  two  to  five  years  or  longer  and  secondly,  there  is  no  blood  test 
to  detect  carrier  sheep.  If  a  carrier  should  enter  a  flock  infection,  which  is 
usually  spread  at  lambing,  can  become  widespread  by  the  time  disease  appears 
years  later. 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  Alberta  not  to  have  the  disease  at  this  time. 
Scrapie  is,  however,  found  in  some  of  the  other  Canadian  provinces,  in  the  United 
States  and  it  is  widespread  in  Europe.  It  is  present  in  most  other  sheep-raising 
countries  with  the  exceptions  of  Australia  and  New  Zealand. 

The  name  scrapie  refers  to  the  most  common  symptom  which  is  rubbing  or 
scraping  the  body  against  a  fence  or  post  to  attempt  to  relieve  the  intense 
itching  that  the  sick  sheep  develops.  Other  signs  are  an  abnormal  walk, 
increased  alertness  and  gradual  loss  of  weight.  Scrapie  can  be  diagnosed  only 
by  microscopic  examination  of  the  brain  of  the  sick  animal. 

An  infected  ewe  spreads  disease  when  she  lambs.  Her  afterbirth  is 
contaminated  and  scrapie  germs  are  very  easily  picked  up  by  her  own  lambs  and 
by  other  lambs  if  the  area  is  crowded.  Nasal  discharges  and  manure  are  also 
possible  means  of  virus  spread.  Following  infection,  disease  might  not  appear 
for  many  years,  by  which  time  the  daughters  of  infected  ewes  will  also  be 
spreading  the  disease. 

Some  sheep  families  possess  an  inherited  resistance  to  scrapie,  or  at  least 
to  one  or  more  of  the  20  strains  of  the  virus.  This  resistance  acts  by  extending 
the  incubation  so  that  signs  do  not  show  for  seven  to  ten  years.  By  this  time, 
the  ewe  could  have  been  culled  or  died  from  some  other  condition.  It  is  well 
to  realize  that  she  and  her  lambs  could  be  spreading  infection  to  the  rest  of 
the  flock,  or  to  another,  more  susceptible  flock,  had  they  been  sold. 

Scrapie  was  first  seen  in  Canada  in  1938  in  a  ewe  which  had  been  imported 
from  Britain.  The  disease  was  later  declared  reportable  but,  despite  eradication 
attempts,  it  persisted,  mainly  in  central  and  Atlantic  Canada.  Western  Canada 
seems  to  have  been  relatively  free  of  the  disease  but,  to  our  concern,  outbreaks 
were  reported  in  Saskatchewan  in  1986  and  1987.  In  Alberta,  two  isolated 
incidents  occurred  in  the  mid  1980' s,  in  sheep  which  had  been  imported  from  other 
provinces.  Prompt  diagnosis  of  the  disease  led  to  eradication.  The  current 
overall  picture  in  Canada  is  that  between  1981  and  1986,  17  outbreaks  occurred 
and  1924  sheep  from  94  flocks  were  slaughtered  with  compensation. 

In  the  United  States  scrapie  is  of  very  real  concern  to  breeders  judging 
by  reports  in  recent  sheep  industry  publications  from  that  country.  Scrapie  is 
thought  to  have  entered  the  U.S.A.  in  1947  when  Canadian  sheep  of  British  origin 
were  imported.  Since  then,  despite  controls,  the  disease  has  persisted  and  the 
number  of  recorded  outbreaks  increased  to  over  50  during  1988.  Small  outbreaks 
of  disease  have  occurred  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  again  because  of 
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importation  of  apparently  healthy  stock  from  overseas.  These  countries, 
realizing  the  potential  catastrophic  effects  on  commercial  flocks  and  on 
exportation,  undertook  costly  but  successful  eradication  schemes.  Today,  each 
country  is  extremely  sensitive  to  the  origin  of  imported  sheep  and  goats. 

Scrapie  took  a  new  and  very  alarming  turn  in  Britain  in  1987.  Cattle 
sickened  with  an  almost  identical  disease.  It  is  thought  that  this  is  in  fact 
scrapie,  and  that  it  has  resulted  from  feeding  cattle  meat  and  bone  meal  which 
originated  from  scrapie  -  infected  sheep.  This  development  will  hasten  world  wide 
efforts  to  control  and  eradicate  the  disease. 

Thus,  with  some  understanding  of  scrapie  and  its  repercussions,  sheep 
producers  across  the  country  should  continue  to  take  the  necessary  precautions 
to  prevent  the  disease  entering  their  flocks.  Purchases  should  be  made  with  care 
and  from  reputable  breeders.  This  is  especially  so  if  these  purchases  are  to 
be  made  from  other  provinces. 

If  the  disease  is  suspected,  immediate  action  should  be  taken  before 
further  spread,  for  example  at  lambing,  can  take  place.  You  should  contact 
either  your  practicing  veterinarian  or  a  Federal  or  Provincial  veterinarian  and 
discuss  the  disease  in  confidence.  If  scrapie  is  diagnosed  it  has  to  be  reported 
to  a  Federal  veterinarian  by  law  and  then  advice  and  instructions  will  be 
provided  on  control.  The  current  policy  is  one  of  restricted  slaughter  of 
maternal  female  relatives  of  affected  animals,  with  compensation.

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1989  LAMB  PROMOTION  REPORT 

by  Pat  Hardy 


As  a  new  decade  challenges,  the  ASWC  can  reflect  with  pride  on  past 
marketing  achievements  through  its  responsibility  for  the  promotion  of  Fresh 
Alberta  Lamb.  From  1980  -  1990,  Commission  surveys  show  an  increase  in 
consumer  awareness  from  10%  to  88%  and  Alberta  consumption  of  Lambco  product 
from  minimal  to  50%. 


The  marketing  expenditures  were  directed  to  our  external  public 
through  electronic  media,  commercial  production,  the  reprinting  of  existing 
literature  and  direct  consumer  education.  Although  effective,  that 
methodology  did  leave  a  depleted  inventory  of  support  materials.  The 
cookbook,  posters,  recipe  cards,  information  pamphlets,  demonstration  booths 
and  exhibits  have  been  used  through  most  of  the  decade  or  longer. 


Given  that  scenario,  promotion  committee  has  focused  efforts  on  a 
strategy  and  practical  plan  for  the  90' s  which  will  be  equally  or  more 
effective.  We  have  never  faced  a  greater  opportunity.  A  new,  participatory 
action  plan  is  being  formulated  in  conjunction  with  Lambco,  and  Gerry  Kelly 
has  been  appointed  to  the  promotion  committee.  Research  tells  us  that  lamb 
consumption  should  increase,  while  other  red  meats  decrease,  due  to  a  new 
awareness,  ease  of  preparation,  an  assimilation  into  'everyday'  food 
preparation,  and  excellent  nutrition.  Alberta  lamb  has  an  advantage  because 
it  is  perceived  as  the  highest  quality  by  retailers  and  consumers  alike,  and 
price  is  not  the  issue  it  once  was  providing  the  product  is  packaged  and 
showcased  effectively. 


But  is  was  also  time  for  the  ASWC  to  take  stock.  The  committee  has 
resolved  to  solicit  assistance  from  Alberta  Agriculture  for  immediate 
development  of  a  new  marketing  arsenal  for  both  the  ASWC  and  the  Alberta  Sheep 
Breeders  to  ensure  and  expand  our  product  advantage  over  the  next  five  years. 
This  major  proposal  will  be  presented  to  Cabinet.  The  documentation  from  the 
integrated  agricultural  community  and  the  many  support  services  dependent  upon 
our  $35  million  industry.  The  producers  and  breeders  have  confirmed  their 
commitment  to  success  through  years  of  contribution  without  major  government 
support  towards  the  marketing  effort  as  least  in  comparison  to  the  other  red 
meat/livestock  groups.  This  project  took  time  and  money  on  everyone's  part, 
but  was  deemed  to  be  a  worthwhile  investment. 
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Other  '89  activities  included  a  new  series  of  recipes  sourced  and 
tested,  with  food  design  and  photography  art  and  sourcing  completed. 


A  limited  number  of  taste  demonstrations  took  place  not  in  the  retail 
stores,  but  at  exhibits,  fairs  and  community  events.  The  promotion  incentives 
(balloons,  napkins,  buttons,  refrigerator  magnets)  were  restocked  for 
provincial  distribution  as  required. 


The  'traditional'  pamphlets  were  printed  and  literature  has  been 
distributed  to  retailers  and  at  community  events  in  conjunction  with  Lambco 
and  volunteers.  Rural  sheep  fairs  including  Red  Deer's  'Olde  Tyme  Sheep  Fair' 
and  Lethbridge's  'Sheeporama'  received  assistance  as  did  4-H  Sheep  Club 
events.  The  Commission  also  actively  participated  in  the  events  and  promotion 
of  the  National  Meat  Awareness  month. 


The  ASWC  has  participated  in  the  coordination,  production  and 
execution  of  the  CAPS  program  (Agriculture  in  the  Alberta  Classroom)  conducted 
in  the  spring  of  1939,  delivered  by  volunteers  to  over  40,000  fourth  grade 
students.  Alberta's  sheep  industry  had  full  representation  in  the  workbook, 
classroom  activity  sheets,  and  the  teaching  classroom  poster.  Our  thanks  to 
the  many  producers  who  were  'teachers  for  a  day'  on  the  subject  of  sheep. 


Although  the  tangible,  high  profile  activities  saw  some  reduction  in 
1989,  the  research  and  preparation  conducted  as  an  investment  in  the  90' s 
should  benefit  producers  even  more  in  the  years  to  come.  Verl  Tolley 
Promotion  Committee  Chairman,  Chairman  Roy  Johns,  Will  Verboven,  Susan 
Kitchen,  Clarence  Jones,  Gerry  Kelly,  Kathy  Playdon  and  Geoff  DeBoer  are  to  be 
complimented  for  their  consistently  outstanding  efforts  towards  promotion 
during  the  past  few  years.

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LAMBCO  SALE  UPDATE

The  Alberta  Minister  of  Agriculture,  the  Honorable  Ernie  Isley,  announced  last 
October  that  the  Alberta  government  is  planning  on  selling  Lambco,  located  in 
Innisfail.  The  Minister  stated  that  this  action  is  part  of  a  divestiture 
process  which  includes  a  number  of  other  provincially  owned  companies. 

Although  a  number  of  parties  have  expressed  an  interest  in  acquiring  the 
plant,  no  prospectus  has  yet  been  issued  by  the  Alberta  government.  Once  such 
a  document  has  been  issued,  bids  meeting  the  criteria  of  the  prospectus  will 
be  reviewed  by  a  committee.  The  Alberta  Sheep  and  Wool  Commission  has  been 
assured  by  Alberta  Agriculture  that  they  will  be  full  participants  on  the 
committee  reviewing  the  bids. 

The  government  has  stated  that  due  to  the  critical  nature  of  Lambco  to  the 
industry  and  its  dominance  in  the  marketplace,  any  serious  bidders  will  have 
to  meet  stringent  safeguards  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Alberta  sheep 
producer.  It  is  expected  that  the  entire  process  will  take  many  months.  In 
the  meantime,  Lambco  will  be  operated  on  a  business  as  usual  basis. 

The  Alberta  Sheep  and  Wool  Commission  has  stated  that  they  are  not  in  favour 
of  any  change  to  the  present  ownership.  The  Commission  will  be  seeking 
further  guidance  from  producers  at  the  annual  zone  meetings. 


COMMISSION  MEETS  WITH  AMERICANS 


Last  December  12  saw  the  first  ever  joint  Canada/U.S.A.  sheep  industries 
meeting  in  Denver,  Colorado.  The  Alberta  Sheep  and  Wool  Commission  was 
invited  to  attend  as  a  full  participant.  The  meeting  was  called  by  the 
American  Sheep  Industry  Association  to  discuss  a  number  of  issues  of  mutual 
concern.  They  included  health  import  protocols,  Oceanic  imports,  live  New 
Zealand  imports,  wool,  scrapie  and  any  possible  circumvention  of  present 
health  regulations  under  the  guise  of  the  free  trade  agreement. 

The  Alberta  Sheep  and  Wool  Commission,  with  the  support  of  the  Canadian  Sheep 
Breeders'  Association  and  the  Lamb  Feeders  of  Canada  Association  presented  the 
only  Canadian  sheep  industry  position  paper  on  the  issues  that  were  discussed. 
A  subsequent  meeting  of  the  two  sheep  industries  is  scheduled  for  June  6  in 
Calgary. 

Two  committees  have  been  established  to  prepare  final  position  papers  for  the 
meeting.  The  committees  are  composed  of  representatives  of  the  Canadian  Sheep 
Breeders'  Association,  Lamb  Feeders  of  Canada  Association,  the  Canadian 
Co-operative  Wool  Growers,  Agriculture  Canada  and  the  Alberta  Sheep  and  Wool 
Commission.  Further  technical  assistance  is  being  provided  by  Alberta 
Agriculture,  sheep  industry  consultant  Chris  Mills,  and  the  Ottawa  office  of 
the  Canadian  Cattlemens  Association.
